mainland are narrowest, it apparently is part 
of the strategy of the Japanese to prevent 
the escape of the Russian garrison in Sak- 
halin across the straits. They add that the 
landing is too far north to have any bearing 
on the main 


LONDON, July 27, 3 a. m. — The Japa- 
nese landing at Dekastries, which ig the 
terminal of the only cable line connect- 
ing the mainland with the ‘sland of Sakhalin, 
is regarded by the morning newspapers here 
as an attempt to seize the mouth of theAmur 
river, in order to enable the Japanese to send 
an army up that waterway for the purpose of 
threatening the Russian communications. 

Japanese gunboats and torpedo boats could 
thus reach Harbin and give effectual assist- 
ance to any attack on the Russian fortifica- 
tions. Both the Ussuri and Sungari rivers 
are navigable for vessels of light draft and 
thus the Japanese could advance inland in 


distance. 

If, as is supposed, Japan has a river expe- 
dition in readiness the mere threat of its 
advance may suffice to change the plans of 
the Russians and compel their retirement 
from the Kirin and Fenghwa Co 
Harbin.
